By unanimous vote of the entire councilmanic boily, one 
mill waft added to the borough’s four-mill special tax rate, 
but the 12 mill rate for general purposes was unchanged at 
the February meeting of council at the engine house, Thurs­ 
day evening. 
C. E. Tawney, chairman of council’s finance committee, 
precented the nine councilmen with figures, indicating that 
th e borough’s needs in 1929 for special purposes would re­ 
quire approximately $24,000. From this levy for special pur­ 
poses, council pays m aturing bonds and interest charges. 
The assessed valuation of G ettysburg for this year is 
$2,868,671, according to figures prepared 
by Councilman 
Tawney, and with a special tax of five mills, the borough’s 
incomewillbe approximately $14,293. The first thought in the 
minds of the other councilmen after Mr. Tawney announced 
th e income from a five-mill special tax was that the revenue 
thus secured would be insufficient to pay ^ special fund loan of 
$15,200, due the G ettysburg National bank, and that in ad­ 
dition to estimated expenditures of approximately $9,000 for 
bond retirements and interest payments during 1929.

Retired Physician And Former President Of

Dr. Walter ll. O’Neal, 79, retired physician and former 
president of the Gettysburg W ater company, died at his 
; " ■ on Baltin n 
treet at ll o’clock, Thursday evening. 
Death was rttiibuted t 
heart disease from which he had 
suffered for a number cf months. 
Alts. O’Neal, v ho has been ill for some time, is report­ 
ed to be bearing up tis well as can be expected under the 
circumstances. 
Doctor O’Neal, who practiced medicine here from 1884 to 
191 I, when he retired, was one of the best-known and best- 
liked ) ractitioners iii Gettysburg. He was known as a friend 
of everyone, and always stood ready to help the less fortu­ 
nate in times of sickness. 
He was a son of the late Dr. J. W. C. O’Neal, of Mary­ 
land, and Ellen (Wirt) O’Neal, of Hanover. 
The deceased 
was born in Baltinu re, where his father then practiced. 
During the Civil war. the O’Neal family moved to Gettys­ 
burg. tin father to practice his profession and the son to 
attend Gettysburg college, where he took a pre-medical 
course.
